ncareſt to the Earth of any other Place, where the Heat is ſo great 
that no Creature can ſcarce live, the Sun is ſo hot; did the Sun ſeem any 
bigger to your ſight, when it was near to the Farth, than at other times 


when yon were at a Diſtance ; You ſaw the full Proportion of it, did 


Fou not? He anſwered and ſaid, he did; then ſaid I, did the Sun leem 
any bigger t your Eye-light where it was near to che Earth, then 
at other Times? He anſwered, No, not any bigger as be could;

poral Matters, which we had declared, that he

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diſcern; Why then faid I, will you believe your lying Figure, 
before you will believe your own Eye-ſight? you muſt either ſay, 
the ſight of your Eye is falſe, or the traditional Figure you de- 


pend upon is falſe ; now hath not God appointed the Sight of 
the Eye to be Judge of that it ſees? But Men hath choſe rather 
tos believe their lying Imagination, which they never ſaw, nor 
never can ſee, nor knows not what it is, therefore it hath ere 
ed a Figure, that Man might be led into Darkneſs, imagine Things 


that are not, and make People believe, that the Natural fight 
that God hath given Men in their Creation, to be Judge of 
what it ſees, to be a falſe Sight and a falſe Judge ; and your 
dark Imagination and Figure to be a true Light and a true Judge 
of the Bignefs of the Suu. For Conſider, 5 Fo, 
IIIA NT the Imagination of Reaſon in Man, doth always Judge 
Gop to be bigger than he is, or leſſer than he is; likewiſe Ima- 
ination being blind, it judgeth Gop's Power to be greater than 
t is, or leſſer than it is; and fo it doth in the Works of Crea- 
tion, as for Example; the Imagination of Man judgeth, that Gop 
made this vaſt Earth and Waters of Nothing; which is more than 
Goo could do, for he never made any Thing of Subſtance of No- 
thing, for, of Nothing comes Nothing; for what Thing or Creature that 
Gop made of Nothing, Gop will turn it to Nothing again: 
Then would it be well for all Wicked Men, if the Earth was made 
of Nothing, an! Men made of the Duſt of the Earth, then, when 


this Earth is turned to Nothing its Original alſo, but this Earth. 


was eternal dark Chars, and ſhall return at the laſt Day into 
Darkneſs again, and wicked reprobate Man ſhall live upon this 


So that neither the Earth, nor wicked Man the Seed of the 
Serpent, ſhall neither of them both be turned to Nothing, but 
mall be in utter Darkneſs to Eternity; again, the Imagination 


judgeth the Sun, Moon, and Stars, to be of greater vaſt Bigneſs,

that ſeeth not at all, is called true Light; thus it is with Afro. 
ogy and Philoſophy, that judgeth Gop to be bigger than he is, or 
leſſer than he is, and his Fower 1s to be greater than it is, to 
create this vaſt Earth and Vaters of Nothing, and the Sun, Moon, 
and Stars of ſuch avaſt Bigneſs all out cf Nthing; So that the ly- 
ing Imagination hath created to it ſelf a bigger Ged than the 

true Gop, and this God bath a greater Power, and hath created 
Things of a more bigger Magnitude than the t ue Gop ever did, 
and could do, as to make this Earth of Nothing, and the Sum, 
Moon and Stars, of ſuch a vaſt Pign«fs, far bigger than ever the true 
Gor made them, bnt to tellthe Imagination of Mm of the true God, that cre- 
ated Man in his own Image, he became Fleſh, and became a little 
Child, and grew to a Man, and ſuftered-Death by his own Creatures: 
Ch ! No. fait" the Reaſon in Man, Gop could not die, it is impoſſible 
for Gon to die; here God's Pcwer is looked upon by the Imagina- 
tion of Men's Hearts, to be leſs than it is. 

1 Oljetion, Said he, the Sun may ſeem to be but a little Bo- 
dy, becauſe of the great J iſtance from us, as for Example; ſit a 
Man on the Top of Pauls, and at a Diſtance he will ſhew as little as a 
Crow: To this he anſwered and ſaid, indeed a dark Body at a Diſtance 
doth hewleſsthan it is; but ſaid I, let a light Body, as a Torch or Candle 
be but a Mile above the Earth, if it were poſlible, and it ſhall ſhew 
bigyer a hundred Miles Diſtance from it. As for Example; 

WHEN a Beacon is ſet on Fire, it ſeemeth a greater Blaze 
40 Miles Diſtavce,. then it doth near at Hand, for it is but a little 

Thing cf it ſelf; yet nevertheleſs, it is the Nature of all light 
Brdies to ſhew rather bigger at a Viſtance, than they are of 
themſelves, and it is the Nature of all dark Bodies, to ſeem leſs 
at a I iſtance than they are in themſelves: When he heard this, he was 
convinced, and did . dge, that it muſt needs be ſo in Nature, 
that light Bodies did ſhow bigger at a Diſtance, and dark Bodies leſe, 
ſo that the Sun brng a bright Five light Body, and running fo ſwift - 
in its Courſe, it could not be much bigger than it ſeemeth to be, not- 
withſtanding he had long imagined the contrary. | 

2 Objecti n Saith he We by our Art doth judge, That the 
Moon doth borrow her Light of the Sun, becauſe faith he, fo far 
as the dun is right againſt the Moon, ſo far the Moon is light, 
and when the Moon is at the Full, the Face of the Sun is right. - 
over it fo that ſ:metim's the Moon ſeems to have a dark 
Body, only a little piece of it bo why is it then? Qid he, 9 
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( 4 ) 
the Sun is right againſt no more of the Meon, and fo much 6f 
it, as the Sun is againſt it, it receiveth Light from the Sun, and 
the reſt of the Body of the Moon ſeemeth dark : To this I an- 
ſwered and ſaid, v1 LPR Va 3 Tp, 

Ix this ſhould be ſo, then that Saying of Scripture, Gen. 1, 
v. 16. muſt be laid aſide, where it is ſaid; God made two great 
Eights, the greater Light to rule the Day, and the leſſer Light to rule 
the Night , certainly the Moon hath Light in it ſelf to rule the 
Night, elſe thoſe Words cannot be true, for if God made the 
Moon a dark Body, and that it hath no Light in it ſelf, but 
What it receiveth from the Sun, then GOD. made but one great 
Light, and one dark Body, and not two great Lights, for if the 
Moon hath not Light in her ſelf, but doth borrow of the Sun, 
then the Mcon had no Light in her Creation: A Man may as 
well ſay, That a Man is a living Man that hath no Life in 
him, for if a Man hath not Life in himſelf, he cannot move no farther 
than a Man that hath Life doth carry him; fo hkewiſe if the 
Moon were a dark Body, and had no light in it ſelf, how could 
it move to rule the Night; the Sun that hath always Light in 
it ſelf muſt carry the Body of the dark Moon, and move it a- 
bout the Firmament of Heaven, to rule the Night, which would 
be a great Trouble to the Sun to do two Bodies Works; for GOD 
hath ſet every Thing in Order, and every particular Thing ſhall 
do it's own Work, the Sun ſhall rule the Day, and the Moon 
{hall rule the Night, and the Stars ſhall give their Light; fo 
that: every Thing that GOD hath made, ſhall do their own Works, 
according to the Law GOD hath plac'd in their Natures ; if 
af the Moon muſt rule the Night according to God's Command, 
certainly he gave the Moon a Light in it ſelf to rule with, elſe 
it could not rule, for borrowed Lights never ruleth well; a Man 
that is ſtone blind, may as well ſay to another Man that can ee, 
I would borrow your Eyeſight, that I may ſee the Light of the 
Sun, as you do; this cannot be done, for in Light we fee Light, 
> for there muſt be two Lights, elſe a Man cannot tell that there 
there is any Light at alf SB +. 
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Poor that Man that was born blind, could not tell that there 

1 was any Sun or Light at all in the Day time, but as he heard 
others ſay; but when CHRIST opened his*Eyes, then he ſaw 

Light, becauſe he ſaw Light in himſelf, and when he received 

his Light; uns not this Light of his Eyes in himſelf? Was it 
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any borrow'd Light, or Light for Chriſt? J trow not, for GOD 
hath made every Creature that hath Light in it ſelf, to ſee ano- 
ther Light that is out of it ſelf; ſo that in Light we ſee Light; 
there muſt be two Lights, elſe Things cannot be diſtinguiſned, 
fer dark Bodies that hath not Life and Light in it ſeif, cannot 
borrow Life and Light of any other ; neither can the Moon bor- 
row any Light of the Sun at all, for it hath an inherent Light 
in it ſelf in it's Creation, as the Sun hath in it's Creation; fo that the 
Words of Moſes are true, that GOD made two great Lights, the Sun to rule 
the Pay, and the Mon to rule the Night; only the Moon hath a leſſer, but 
both hath a Light in themſelves, and doth not borrow one Light, f 
the other, elſe how could the Moon fight with the Sun, in the Eclipſe 
ſometimes, if the Moon were a dark Body, and had no Light in it ſelf, 
could it oppoſe the Sun as it doth, that the Moon even darkens the Sun 
in the Fight? Can a dark Body fight with the Light of the Sun, you 
way as well ſay, that a dark Body may fight with a living Man? 
But theſe Fictions of Men's Imaginations, hath deceived the whole 
World, and keepeth the People in Darkneſs, and puteth out their own m 
Light cf their Eyes, and calleth Darkneſs Light, and Light Dark-- 
ne even in Things that are viſibly ſeen. | x 
3 Objection, Then ſaid he, how comes it to paſs that there is 
ſo many new Moons, and ſometimes we ſee but a piece of the 
New Moon, and do diſcern the reſt of the Body to be dark, and 
ſo the Moon doth Intrace the dark Bodies fill'd up with Light, 
ſo that in a matter of 15 Days, the Moon is full and all Light, 
and in a little Time, it is quite gone, and ſeen no more in our 
Horizon. To this, I anſwered and ſaid, | 
WERE you ever up in the Firmament of Heaven, do you know | 
by your Imagination how GOD hath framed it, and how many 
Chambers he hath made in it > And hcwmany Planets, Stars, and 
Lights, he hath put in every Chamber, in the Firmament of Hea- 
ven ? You Aſtrologers, your ſelves ſay, there is 12 Honſes and © 
Houſons, are you ſure there is no more Houſes in the Firmament 
of Heaven, but twelve? And do you know how many Lights there 
is in every Houſe, and when theſe Lights do remove ont of one 
Houſe into another, or do you know, whether one Star doth take | 
its Light from another Star? Or hath every Star L'ght in it ſelf? 
Or doth the Light df the Stars and Planets remain in their own 
Bodies? and neither Increaſe' nor Decreaſe their Light ſince- they 
were made and fit in the Firmament of Heaven? Is there _ 
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of thoſe Stars or Lights in the Firmament of Heaven miſſing, that 
were made at firſt > Or hath any of them loſt their Light GOD put 
in them at firſt, when GCD created the Heavens and the Earth * ? 

\ IF you can tell this, then you can ſay fomet'ting, as t'ze Moon 
borroweth Light ef the Sun; but to give yon a little farther Sa- 
tisfaction, GOD hath placed the Sun, Moon and Stars in the Fir- 
mament of Heaven, and every one ef theſe, Houſes of their own, 
that is, the Place where they firſt began to give Li ht and to 
fine upon the Earth, that is, the Houſe cf the Sun, Moon, aud 
Stars; now GOD that made them, kuoweth the Houſe, and the 
Place of the Firmament cf Heaven, where they firſt began to give 
Light; becauſe, he had meaſured out the Firmament f Heaven, 
becauſe he made it: But Man doth not know. nor cannot know 
by his Imagination, Art and Figure; alſo, GCD hath given theſe 


Lights Power to go out of their own Houſe into any of the Cham- 


bers of Heaven, even as a Man doth ont of his own Dwelling Houſe 
into more remote Parts, yet the Man retaineth his own Wiſdom 
and Knowledge, when he is remote from his own Dwelling Houſe, 
as at Home; fo it is with the Sun Moon and Stars, tho' they go 
out ef their own Houſe, yet they retain the ſame Light in themſelves; 
wherever they go: And if GOD hath made the Snn ſo {wifi and 
bright, to run 3 all the Houſes of the Firmament of Hea- 
ven in 24 Hours, yet that is the Sun's own Houſe where it went 
faſt from, and it is the Work God hath appcinted the Sun to do, every 


Day and Night, and when the Sun is abſent, in it's place the Moon 
ſupplyeth her Light, and the Moon not being fo ſwift as the Sun, 
it cometh not ſo ſoon into our Horizon as the Sun doth, beſides it paſ- 


ſeth throughout the ſame Regicn as the Sun doth, but in a Region of a 
lower Degree in the Firmament of Heaven than the Sun doth, and the 
Cauſe, why the Moon ſheweth the Light but a little piece of her, when 
me is but a Quarter old, ſo hy Degrees ſhe Increaſeth till ſhe is at the 


Full, that the Fnll Face and Light of her, may be ſeen by the Light 
of the Eye: The Cauſe why we ſee her, by a little and a little, is; ſhe 
> cometh out of one Chamber or Houſe of Heaven into another, and 


as the Pouſes and the Firmament cf Heaven, be at ſuch a Diſtance 
one from another, ſo we ſee her Light the more, and we ſee her 
Tometimes half Light and half Dark; ncw the Piece that ſeemeth 


Dark, it's becauſe ſhe is not come out of that Houſe or Region; 


but when ſhe is come to that Ficrizon, where ſhe'was at the Full, 
then ſhe is all Liglit and no Darkneſs at all; not but that ſhe was 


all 
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all Light in her ſelf before at all Times, but ſhe was in ſome Cham 
ber of Heaven, which ſhadow'd her fo, that we could not ſee her 
whole Light of her whole Face; As tor TR ſuppoſe a Man 
ſtar d in a Bottom, and there be two high Hills before him at a 
Diſtance one from the other, the Man ftanding in the Bottom, diſ- 
cerneth a Man upon the top of the farther Hill, fo ſeeing him come 
down the Hill a pretty way, but a little lower he looſeth the ſight of 
the Man, until ſuch Time as the Man cometh up that Hill nigh to 


him, and when he cometh to the Top of this Hill before me, 1 


do diſcern firft his Head, then after his Face, then after his Body, 
fo that I ſee it is a perfect Man which I ſaw at firſt, but this Hill be- 
fore me hindred the ſight of him till he came to the Top of it: So is 
is with the Moon, a Man cannot diſcern the full Face ofher, till ſhe 
hath paſſed in her Journey thro? all thoſe Houſes of the Heavens, 
which lyeth lower in that Region where ſhe is, fo that the Hil 


and Mountain of the Earth doth hinder the fight of her, until ſhe 


cometh to the Top of the Hill of our Horizon, then can we ſee her 
whole Face; for the Farth is as a Ball, ſtanding upon and in the 


Air, that is, the Power of Gop's Word, hath made the Air a Foun— 


dation for the Earth to ſtand upon, therefore it is, that the Earth 
ſtandeth upon Nothing as a Man can ſee ; and this is the Fonnda— 
tion Gop hath laid this vaſt Earth upon; and who could lay the 
Foundation of this Earth, upon ſuch a Foundation as the Air ? 
None but Gop only, whoſe Power is infinite and unſpeakable ; 


Likewiſe the Earth about with the Element, then the Earth muſt | 


needs any and {ſhadow the Light of the Moon, ſo that ſhe 

cannct be ſeen in her perfect Light, until ſhe ſtands upon the Top 
of the Ball, but thoſe that are on every Side and underneath the Bal 

cannot ſee her, for ſhe is always at the Full in her ſelf, tho' a Man 


cannot ſee her ſo perfectly, but when ſhe is at the Full; yet the 
Moon is the ſame Light in her ſelf always, as when ſhe is at the Full, 
tho” thoſe on the Sides and underneath cannot ſee her, neither is- 


there any Newneſs in her, but ſhe is the ſame to Day, Yeſterday, 
and ſame for ever, as long as the World laſteth : X 
Ever the great Light, which Gop created and appointed to rule 
the Night in one Place or other of this World continually; This 1s. 
Truth, and Moſes's Words are Truth, whatever Man by their Imagi- 
rations do ſay to the contrary. | | 1 
4 Objection, Well, ſaid he, how will you make it appear That 
the Heavens are not above ſix Miles high from the Earth. 5 
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I anpwered and ſaid, That Iwill mabe it appear. I Script ure and Reaſon, 
That will do well, (ſaid he,) Then ſaid I, ſee that Scripture, Gen. 11, 
v. 4. "And they ſaid, go let us build us a City, and a Tower, whoſe Top 
may Reach unto Heaven, and in the 5th Verſe, And the Lord came down to 
ee the City and the Tower which the Children of men builded ; and the 6th 
Verſe, And the Lord ſaid, behold the People is One, and they have all one Lan- 
guage, and this they begin, to do, and nom nothingwill be refrained from them, 
which they have imagined to do. Here {aid 1 it is plain, That there was a 
Poſlibility for the Sons of Men to a build a Tower up to Heaven: now if 
Heaven had been ThonſandsofMiles high. as the lying Art of Aſir logy 
faith, there could have been no Poſſibility to build up to Heaven, 
and that. theſe Men's Reaſon know well enough. neither could they 
have laid a Foundation to build Thouſands of Miles high; now the 
Imagination of Reaſon in theſe Men were more right, which went by 
no Figure, nor Rule of Art, but by the ſight of the Eve. and their Rea- 
Jon and Senſe; and they did imagine by the ſight of the Eye, that 
At could not be above three Miles to the Clouds, which the Philo- 
Tophers grant by their Art, the Clouds to be but three Miles high 
From the Earth; fo they Imagined that the Firmament could not be 
above three Miles higher; and we do imagine, ſaid they, in them- 
ſelves, That they might lay a Foundation to build fix Miles, and 
thought they, when we come up to the Clouds in Building, we ſhall 
ſee then how far it is to the Firmament, and ſo build up unto it: 
Now, the- Lord himſclf-ſaid. it was poſſible for them to do what 
they had imagined, |. for (faith he,) Nothing will refrain them for 
what they have Imagined to do. So that GOD knew there was a 
Poſſibility to build up to Heaven, elſe he would never come down 
from Heaven himſelf, to prevent them in confounding their Lan- 
guage, if the Heavens had been thouſands of Miles high: Beſides,

Becauſe, the Moral Law is 
che ſecond Commandment ; fer as Chrift ſaid, (when on Earth) there 
3s but two Commandments, that is; one Commandment is for God; 
Evangelical, Spiritual and Heavenly, that is; Thou ſhalt Love oe 
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1 (13) 25 
Lord thy God, with all thy Heart, with all thy Soul, and vith all thy 
Strength. This Commandment no Man in the World can keep or 
perform, but thoſe that do truly believe in this Commiſſon of the Spirit, 
Why? Beeauſe no Religion in the World, at this Day, doth truly

THEREFORE No Man can love Gop, with all bis Heart, nor with

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Which if this Moral Lar was kept ant perform'd; and done by al 
Menz there would be no Diſobedience to Parents, no Adultery, nor 
Fornication committed, no Murther, no Stealing, no coveting his 
Neighbour's Wife, his Ox, his Aſs, or any Thing that is his: 80 
that the Moral Law is of ſo great Uſe to the Believers of this

AS David for his Murther and Adultery who broke the Moral 
Law written in his Heart, in a high Degree, he was loth that 
others ſhould have done ſo by him, as he did to Uriab and his 
Wife, in that he gave Judgement himſelf that another Man ſhould 
die, that did as he had done; not thinking in the leaſt he was 
the Man, it was a very bad Example of a Righteous Man, and 
to all Kings that ſhould come after him: For the Breach of the 
Moral Law, cauſed him to make a great Outcry to the God of 
Heaven, and to his Prophet, to take off this Burthen off his S ul; 
T have had the like Ixperience of ſome that ſhall be Naml« fs,
